" The workman Shri Domnic P. Fernandes who was 
employed by M / s. Timblo Printers Pvt . Ltd., Margao Goa , 
as an Electrician , made complaint to Honourable Tribunal 
under Sec . 33A of Industrial Dispute Act 1947 alleging 
that the Management has terminated his services in con 
travention of Sec. 33 of Industrial Dispute 1947 and claimed 
reinstatement in service with continuity of service and 
back wages. 

The complaint was registered in the Industrial Tribunal 
office as reference No. IT / 27 / 80. which resulted in award 
by Industrial Tribunal dated 11-11-1981 , ordering that 
dismissal of workman by management was set aside and 
also ordered that workman should be reinstated with 
continuity of services and with full back wages. Manage 
ment moved the High Court by writ against the order . 
Honourable High Court of Judicature at Bombay , Goa 
Bench by its order dated 8-8-1984 held that the tribunal 
has acted without jurisdiction to entertain the complaint 
under Sec . 33A of I.D. Act 1947 and therefore proceedings 
heid in reference No. IT / 27 / 1980 were quashed and set 
aside and remanded back the matter to the tribunal to 
enquire into the complaint a fresh . 

In pursuance of the above, the matter was re -opened 
before Asst . Lab, Commissioner , Margao , and fresh refe 
rence came to be made to Honourable Tribunal Goa , Daman 
and Diu and this reference was registered in the Office 
of Industrial Tribunal Goa , Daman and Diu as reference 
No. IT / 28 / 85 and proceedings were pending before said 
Tribunal .

But this is not correct . Exh E - 13 is the failure report 
submitted by the Conciliation Officer to the Government and 
it is on the basis of this report that the Government has 
made the reference in question . The said report refers to the 
allégations of the workman and termination of his services 
by the employer , and that it was agreed before the Labour 
Commissioner s office that the employer would admit the 
workman on 7-5-1982 . That when the workman presented 
himself before the employer on that day for resuming work , 
he was refused work . The failure report nowhere has men 
tioned that the employer s contention was that the workman 
himself had abandoned the services and , therefore , the order 
of reference could not refer to such abandonment. 

12. Since the order of reference pre -supposes the termina 
tion of services of the workman by the employer and since 
the Tribunal cannot travel beyond the terms of the order 
of reference , this Tribunal cannot enter into the appreciation 
whether there has been any abandonment of services by the 
workman , as contended by the employer and, consequently , 
issue No. 2 , inadvertently framed by the Tribunal in this 
connection and on which even evidence was led by the parties ,

In his cross : He has denied the suggestion that the work 
man never told him that he was working in Waglo s shop .

9. The workman , in his statement before the Court, has 
stated that, initially , he used to get his salary in time but, 
subsequently , it was not so . In January 1982 , he demanded , 
on several occasions, his salary for December 1981 but the 
employer never paid it. This went on for 3 months . Similarly , 
another workman Jalmi was not paid his wages for 4 months. 
On 7th April, he and Jalmi demanded the payment of the 
wages for 4 months. On 9th April , the employer told them 
that he was not going to pay and if the workman wanted 
to work could work , otherwise go away. On 9th and 
10th the workman went to the employer s establishment to 
work but the employer refused to accept him . On the 12th , 
he approached the Labour Commissioner s office . Exh E - 3 
is the letter sent by him to the employer . Before the Labour 
Commissioner a settlement was arrived at, by virtue of which 
they had to resume work on that very day and the employer 
would pay them all their dues . Accordingly , they went to the 
employer s shop at 5.00 p . m . but the employer refused to 
accept them , 2-3 customers , who were present at that time, 
undertook , at their request, to give them in writing such 
refusal witnessed by them . Mr. Mulla one of the customers, 
wrote the document (Exh W -4 ), which was signed by Mulla 
and by Samir Coutinho, the other customer , and Premanand 
Jalmi. Exh W - 4 was handed over in the Labour Commissi 
oner s office . There is an acknowledgement signed by Mrs. 
Kaunte . 

In his cross : The salaries were paid sometimes on the 5th 
of the next month or at a later date and sometimes within 
2 months. He has denied the suggestion that the salaries were 
paid till 9th invariably . After getting the salary , they used 
to sign the payment register on a revenue stamp. The em 
ployer never gave any advance to the staff . The workman 
attended the work on 9th April in the morning and evening . 
He has denied the suggestion that, on that day, he demanded 
the payment of the salary from the employer and that the 
employér replied that he was going to pay on that day after 
adjusting the advances, which the workman did not accept. 
He has further denied that because the employer did not. pay , 
the workman left the shop at about 5.00 p.m , and did not 
return any more. He has stated that, on that day, he worked 
upto 9. p . m ., The employer terminated his services on 9th . 
April by orally telling him not to come for work . Since the 
employer had removed him from services and since his case 
was pending before the Conciliation Officer , the workman did 
not report for work , inspite of the letters written by the 
employer . He has denied the suggestion that he and Mulla 
had joint business and are friends . He knows Praveen Chan 
drashah when he was working for the employer . He never 
met Praveen at Waglo s shop . 

10. Mudawar A. Mulla has confirmed Exh W -4 and stated 
that it is in his handwriting and bears his signature . On 
7-5-1982, at about 4.30 p . m ., when he was purchasing some 
materials , the workman alongwith one more person came to 
the shop . On seeing them , the owners of the shop told them 
that their services are not required and that they should go 
to the Labour Commissioner s office . When the witness came 
out of the shop , he met the workman and the other person . 
The workman requested him to accompany him till the Labour 
Commissioner s office to narrate the incident he had witnessed , 
but the witness replied that he was in a hurry to go to the 
hotel to resume his work . They then requested him to give 
atleast in writing that they had witnesses inside the shop , 
which he did . Exg W -4 is the said writing. 

In his cross : He knows Mr. Shennoi by name only from 
that day. The owners of the shop were inside the counter 
and told the workman and his companion with a gesture 
to go away . He has denied that the incident referred to 
by the witness did not take place and that because of his 
friendship and business relations with the workman , he 
has , fabricated the said document and added that he is not 
workman s friend nor does he have any business relations 
with him , 

11. This is all the evidence on record. 

Issue No. 1 framed by the Tribunal refers to the maintain 
ability of the Order of Reference. This issue was framed on 
the basis of the allegations made by the employer in para 8 


13. Regarding termination of the services of the workman , 
there is convincing evidence on record . It is proved that wage 
register from December 1981 to March 1982 is not signed by 
the workman . The contention of the employer that the work 
man did not want to adjust the advances received cannot be 
accepted , as no advances are noted down in the respective 
column of the wage register . The allegation that such advan 
ces were noted down in a private diary, which was not 
produced before the Court, and which does not contain the . 
signature of the workman as per the statement of the 
employer himself is of no effect. The fact of non payment 
of the wages for 3 months and the demand made by the 
workman should have annoyed the employer , as contended 
by the workman , and this would be the reason for the termi 
nation of his services. The letters written by the employer 
calling the workman are only to cover up his illegal action 
of termination . It is to be noted that such letters were written 
only after the workman complained to the Labour Commissio 
ner and sent also a letter in this respect to the employer 
( Exh E - 3 colly ) . In case the employer wanted to have the 
workman in his establishment, as contended by him , he would 
have kept him when the Labour Commissioner directed the 
workman to go to the employer s establishment in the after 
noon of 7-5-1982 . As per this direction , the workman presented 
himself in the establishment at about 5.00 pm . and was 
refused employment by the employer, which is clear from 
the evidence of the workman , corroborated by the letter 
Exh W - 4 written on the same day by the workman to the 
Labour Commissioner , and also by the statement of Shri M. 
A. Mulla , who wrote the said letter at the instance of the 
workman and witnessed the incident in the employer s esta 
blishment, when the workman went there to resume his duties 
and was not allowed by the employer. 

. 14. The statement of Shri P. Chandrashan , employer s 
witness does not seem credit worthy . 

15. From the above evidence , I hold that it is the employer 
who had terminated the services of the workman because 
the latter was demanding his wages which were due for 3 
months. Such termination effected without any previous 
notice or payment in lieu thereof and without compliance 
with the further requirements of Section 25F of the Act, 
which are mandatory and conditions precedent to a valid 
retrenchment; is to be considered as invalid and inoperative. 
16. Hence, I pass the following order : 

ORDER 
The termination of the services of the workman by the 
employer without complying with the conditions precedent 
of Section 25F of the Act is invalid and inoperative . Hence , 
the employer is directed to reinstate the workman with 
continuity of services and full back wages . Costs of Rs. 300 / 
to be paid by the employer to the workman .
